Tragedy That Not infrequently Over 
takes Men and Women of. Town 
of Oberammergau. 


“There is no art without passion, and 
man must know passion, suffer under 
it, or attulh it imaginatively, to put it 
into. art, 

There must be passion to spare in 
Oberammergau—a quiet, deep under- 
current of it running through the en- 
tire life of any likely candidate for a 
principal role. Not only passion, but 
tragedy, culminates in each decade's 
election. It is decorously held in hand 
by the respect for tradition and by 
the continental reverence for elders 
assembled in committee. 

Each election is not only a clash 
between youth and. age; the years be 
tween signify that a fuvored candi- 
date for the role of Christus, who has 
approached the age.of thirty, missing 
election, misses every chance -to play | 
the part; for at the next voting, he 
is opposed not only by his own former 
defeat, but. in his turn, by youth. 

I had ap inkling of the devastating 
disappointment of such defeat when I 
met the wood carver, Aloysius Lang, 
the understudy to Anton Lang and his

victims of reckless automobilists aré 
becoming - effective; in ‘many parts of 
the Middle West. to curb the steadily 
mounting toll of agito victims, a digest 
from the report; of several states 
shows. 

Fines alone, the reports indieate, are 
not proving effective. In Chicago and 
Cook county, despite increasingly 
heavy fines, the death toll in auto- 
mobile accidents for the fiscal year 
ending November 30. was 786 lives, as 
compared with 660 last year and 542 
the year before, There were 75 auto- 
mobile deaths in November of this 
year. 

In tautaciie, where 41 persons were 
killed by automobiles in the first 
eleven months of the year, fines have 
also failed, officials say. One police 
judge there imposes fines of $2 for 
each mile per hour on speeders, and 
adds jail sentences if the prisoner was 
intoxicated. 

A successful campaign was launched 
at Detroit moré than a year ago, when 
Judge Charles L. Bartlett began send- 
ing speeders to jail for terms of one 
j to fifteen days. Among those sen- 
tenced was John Duval Dodge, wealthy 
| young man, who served five days. 

Recently speeding returned to De- 
troit “and Judge Hartlett began con- 
ducting offenders through the morgues 
and hospitals to see the results of 
speeding. Arrests the week after the 
trips started dropped from 76 to-25.

‘Government Bureau Adds 1,675,- 
000 Acres ‘in 20 Years, 


Annual Report Gives Result of Twen- | 


ty Years of Operation of Reclama- 
tion Act—Government: Invest- 
ment $135,000,000. 


Washington.—,A. 20-year review of 
government reclamation work is con- 
tained in the annual report for the 
fiscal year ended last June of Director 
Arthur P, Davis of the United States 
reclamation service of the Department 
of the Interior, ‘as. the 17th day of 
June, 1022, marked? thie completion of 
20 years of operation of the national 
reclamation act. : ae 

The investment of the government 
during this perfed has been tn round 
humbers $135,000,000, which has ac- 
complished the, constriction of works 
by which about 1,675,000 acres of for- 
mer arid lanlain tke West has been 
furnished with a-complete water sup- 
ply and about 2,100,000 additionat 
acres in private projects has received 
a supplemental. supply, .On. govern- 
ment projects fhe area* comprises 31,- 
462 farms, at san average area per 
farm of about! fifty-three. acres, sup- 
plying more than 380,000 families. 

With the investment inentioned the 
service has excavated more than 200,- 


of stalled trains In the Northwest were} 
‘experienced in. the late ‘80s and early }: 


000,000 cubic yards of earth and rock, 
of which about 14,000,000 cubic yards 
have ‘been placed in dams. Canals 
aggregating more than 13,000. miles 
have been built, including 27 miles of. 
tumels -and 185 miles. of umes. 
Structures of all kinds and sizes, to the 
number of 110,000, have been erected 
in connection with the work. 

Some of the large. projects con- 
structed are the Roosevelt dam in 
Arizona, whieh {s 200 feet high; the 
Arrowrock dam in Idaho, 349 feet 
high; Elephant Butte dam in New | 
Mexico, 306 feet high, and the Path- 
finder and Shoshone dam m Wyowing, 
218 and 828 feet high, respectively.
